In the painting "Grapefruit", I was dealing with some of the subtle 
disturbing problems of symmetry. By placing similar but different 
images, for example, the separate sides of my model's face, at 
opposite ends of the canvas, the viewer automatically plays a visual 
tennis match to find the similarities or differences. Due to the 
slight forward placement of the right figure and other subtlties, 
the viewer's eye bounces back and forth where the artist wants it, 
as opposed to where the viewer wishes. The contrast of detailed 
faces with the simplicity of the geometric planes in the background, 
intensifies the visual imagery. 

Basically, it is meant to be a fun — because disturbing -- piece 
of art. What is similar, what is different.
